The history of the Nazarene Church 
organization in Hamlin would make 
a good story , and interesting read­ 
ing. 
Once upon a time this Church 
owned and operated a large college, 
changing into a University and later 
back to an academy and later dis­ 
banding and all the while using the 
school property as their place of wor­ 
ship. 


About one y ear ago the “ College 
Church” burned and since then till 
last Sunday 
the congrgation, under 
the 
leadership of Rev. J. H. Whit­ 
aker, 
has 
worshipped in the High 
School auditorium. 


During the time since the church 
property burned, Rev. Whitaker has 
proven his untiring ability and re­ 
sourcefulness in try ing to do some­ 
thing in spite of a lessened member­ 
ship, 
disintegrated 
property , 
de­ 
pression, 
and a dozen other things 
almost unsurmountable. 
But he has 
carried on, leading and planning, and 
this Sunday he asks the Hamlin pub­ 
lic to come worship with them in 
bheir new building. 


This building has sprung into ex­ 
istence almost by magic, as far as 
the “ outsider” is concerned. 
But a 
few outsiders have kept an ey e on 
that fellow Whitaker, whose energies 
seem never to run slim. 
First there 
was a suitable location to be found, 
and purchased. 
Today y ou will see 
a sizeable 
frame 
structure facing 
west on the 
corner 
of 6th St. and

The building is 40 by 72 
feet, on le ts 100 by 140. 
This church 
building is two blocks west of the 
Methodist 
Church 
on 6th 
Street, 
| one block north and one block west 
of the Baptist Church and the same 
| distance from the east facing of the 
High 
School building.

The 
auditorium is airy and comfortable, 
' ample to care for the normal growth 
of the church.

Many Hamlin people, besides the 
membership have helped in the build­ 
ing and it is the desire of the pastor 
for all such persons to be present this 
Sunday for the opening service. The 
entire structure is not fully complet­ 
ed, but what has been accomplished 
is enough to prove the stability of the 
church and devotion of the member­ 
ship.

thus far advanced with but a little

dollars of in­ 
debtedness.
